We may judge from what I have ſaid, how lit- 
tle ground there is from any thing here deli- 
ver d by St. Paul, to argue to ſo unlimited a 
Submiſſion as ſome inculcate. For we ſee He 
hath his Eye all the way upon the end of all 
Government; and founds his precepts upon 
this Suppoſition, that the Rulers anſwer that 
good end. If they do not; or if they ſet 
themſelves to contradict it by Oppreſſion, 
Violence and Injuſtice, by. Invading and 
Deſtroying the public Happineſs, and by 
bringing on public Miſeries; the Apoſtle 
ſeems not to think of recommending Sub-. 
miſſion to the Subject. For whilſt He com- 
mands Submiſſion, He puts no caſe of Prin;
